has 
been reached and pessimism is again 
the note. 
But the darkest hour is just before 
the dawn and there is still hope. Pre­ 
dictions of a final rupture on Friday 
certainly w ill not. be justified unless 
Paron Kornura, figuratively, picks up 
his hat and announces that it is use­ 
less to proceed further. 
M. W itte at 
least, w ill not be precipitate. 
At F ri­ 
day's session, after 
Article l l 
(the 
limitation of Russia’s sea power in 
the far Bast) and Article 12 (fishing 
rights for Japan on the Russian lit­ 
toral) are disposed of he w ill favor 
an adjournment until Monday to hear 
the last word from St. Petersburg. 
The pessimism prevailing is based 
upon the fact that no progress was 
made 
Thursday. 
The exchange 
of 
views ai (he morning session on A rti­ 
cle 9 (remuneration for the ‘‘cost of 
the war” ) showed at 
once that 
the 
plenipotentiaries were as far apart as 
the 
poles and It 
was passed 
over. 


Doth Sides Were Cautious. 


Article IO (tfiie surrender of the in­ 
terned Russian 
warships) was 
also 
passed, not. in the opinion of one of 
the plenipotentiaries, because it. could 
not have been arranged, but because, 
with 
the shadow 
of the two 
main 
points in dispute 
hanging over the 
conference, both sides were cautious 
and preferred to postpone it to the 
end. 
Article 
l l (lim itation 
of sea 
power) is also adjustable after medi­ 
ca tio n . and Article 12 w ill present 
ti j 
difficulties. 
So 
that 
Thursday 
night 
the 
situation was 
practically 
what it was when M. W itte last Sat­ 
urday 
presented the Russian 
reply 
with its non-poasumus to Articles 5 
and 9 (indemnity and Sakhalin). 
The only chance now is compro­ 
mise— Russia to yield Sakhalin and 
Japan indemnity. 
Neither will yield 
both aud perhaps Japan at the final 
show of hands w ill yield neither. 
M. 
W itte, under the imperial indications 
contained 
in the instructions 
given 
him before he left St. Petersburg, can 
agree neither to pay war tribute nor 
cecle a foot of Russian soil. 
St. Pe­ 
tersburg, therefore, in the last resort, 
remains to be heard from. 
Doubtless 
this 
is the reason 
why M. 
W itte 
favors 
a postponement Friday 
over 
Sunday.

Sudden Revival of Pessimism. 


The 
sudden revival of 
deep pes­ 
simism Thursday night was induced 
by the 
report given 
out when 
the 
plenipotentiaries returned to the ho­ 
tel that no progress had been made. 
But to those on the inside that was 
not 
surprising. 
Things have 
gone 
smoothly enough, only 
the impasse 
had been reached— there had been the 
glint of cold steel in the conference 
chamber. 
And 
the few words 
M. 
W itte said to the foreign newspaper 
correspondents, were, 
as usual, not 
encouraging. 
He 
looked tired 
and 
said nothing had been accomplished. 
“ Tomorrow,” 
he 
said, “ we 
will 
finish Articles l l and 12.” 
“ W hat then?” he was asked. 
“ Then we w ill go 
to dinner,” he 
replied as he excused himself to go 
to 
dine 
at 
Assistant 
Secretary 
Peirce's. 
No very great hope was vouchsafed 
in rh© Japanese camp. 
"W e are not 
bluffers,” 
said M r.-Sato, and 
from 
an authoritative source the Associat­ 
ed Press correspondent received a dis­ 
tinctly bad impression regarding tim 
outlook. 
It 
was coupled, 
however, 
with an expression of the hope that if 
it developed that the conference was 
going to pieces, President Roosevelt 
might again step in. 


The Japanese View. 


The Japanese view was explained 
as follow s. 


" W e carne 
asking only 
what we 
wanted. 
Our terms 
were moderate. 
The world thinks so. 
It looks bad. 
I 
say so. 
I believe 
so. 
But the con­ 
ference may yet be saved from ship­ 
wreck. 
M. W itte has been gracious. 
Ile has done what he can, but he has 
a future at home to consider.” 
A very important conference occur­ 
red in M. W itte ’s rooms shortly be­ 
fore midnight. 
There 
were present 
Baron de Roaen, 
the other Russian 
plenipotentiary, 
and the 
five 
Rn*- 
alan delegate*. 
It is the first time a 
full meeting of plenipotentiaries and 
delegates has been held Mnr-o the 


ferehce began. 
The prelim inary dis­ 
cussion of the Japanese conditions is 
already virtually ended. 
It is not im­ 
probable that the final report and rec­ 
ommendations of the Russian pleni­ 
potentiaries 
was 
passed upon 
anil 
transmitted Thursday night to the em­ 
peror at PeterhofF. 
It can be stated that the Individual 
Ti ews of the members of the Russian 
mission differ as to what point should 
be yielded if a compromise is to be 
offered. 
Some favor the surrender of 


Sakhalin, otto*rs an indemnity. None 
are ready to give up both point*. 
It is learned that 
during the con­ 
ferences the Japanese plenipotentia­ 
ries several times manifested a sort 
of desire to couple the consideration 
of the disputed pointe. 
This might in­ 
dicate a willingness to bargain at the 
end. 
The 
Russians 
watched 
these 
moves with great interest, waiting for 
their adversaries to press them, But 
without showing their hands. 
Mr. Sato is quoted as saying that 
the 
Japanese 
w ill Friday 
propose 
again taking up 
the articles which 
have been passed over. 
If that is the 
case the Japanese may have decided 
to openly propose joint consideration. 


BARC N H A Y A S H I C O N F ID E N T . 


Says 
Pessimistic 
Reports 
Are 
Not 
Worthy of Consideration. 
London, Aug. 18.— Baron 
Havashi, 
Japanese minister 
to Great Britain, 
teclares 
that 
the pessimistic 
dis­ 
patches 
from Portsmouth were 
not 
worthy of consideration. 
“ It 
the war 
continue*,” said 
ho, 
“ our forces w ill 
capture Vladivostok 
and Harbin, taking by force territory 
of greater value than the payments 
demanded by Japan, after which our 
army will entrench an advantageous 
line. from which it w ill require treble 
the number of enemy to dislodge us. 
"W e do 
not fear the threat 
pro 
claimed in inspired articles that the 
war will become 
popular in Russia. 
Even if it should, how can the vast 
army necessary to drive us back be 
sustained by a government that is un­ 
able to obtain foreign loans, while its 
attempts at home meet with only par­ 
tial success and famine and disaffec­ 
tion threaten the 
country? 
The in­ 
spired dispatches contend 
that the 
Russian people 
would not 
suffer a 
sacrifice of Sakhalin, but the retention 
of Sakhalin by Japan is greater point 
of honor 
to the Japanese. 
It 
was 
once an intergral part, of the Jap a­ 
nese empire, while it has never been 
more than an outpost province to Rus­ 
sia.'’ 
Baron Havashi said that plenipoten­ 
tiaries on both sides possess full pow­

ratification of the terms would only 
be a matter of formality.

that he has been receiving full advices 
of the proceedings daily.

18.— Confessing 
that he had lived under an assumed 
name for a quarter of a century and 
revealing the fact to his fam ily and 
friends that he was related by blood 
and 
marriage 
to 
prominent 
and 
wealthy people of 
Pittsburg, Joseph 
Thompson of this city Thursday swal­ 
lowed cyanide of potassium, laid him­ 
self on a bench 
in Fairm ount park 
and died. 
His body was found by a 
man who was 
strolling through the 
park. 
Near him en the bench lay two 
letters which, iii part, told the story 
of his life. 
The man’s name was sup­ 
posed to be Joseph A. Thomas, but 
the letters 
revealed that 
his right 
name was Thompson, and that he had 
married and reared a fam ily under the 
name of Thomas. 
The mystery surrounding the man’s 
alleged double life has not yet been 
cleared up by the police, and they 
believe that 
only the brother 
men­ 
tioned in the note 
to the w ife can 
throw light on the case. 
Thomas, or Thompson, 
was about 
fifty-five years 
of age. 
H e married 
Hate Spangler of this city twenty-five 
years ago, and the 
couple had four 
children. 
He had been out of work 
for the better part of the past three 
years.

The object of this market day 
is for the purpose of affording the farm 
ers of our county a suitable place to sell 
their produce and stock. 
Also to foster 
the breeding of a good grade of cattle, 
because it is a fact that the best beeves 
bring the highest prices. 
Every facil­ 
ity will be afforded the farmers to dis­ 
play their stock and care for them. 
Remember the day and do your part to 
co-operate with us to make this new de­ 
parture a success." 
The following letter has been received 
by the club from a wellknown livestock 
firm at South St. Paul: 
“We are in receipt of your favor of 
the 14th and note contents of same. 
If 
you will let us know a few days previous 
what day you will have cattle brought 
in. we will send a man up there to buy 
them at every penny they are worth and 
pay the cash for them. 
We are in a 
I>osition to ship them direct to feeders 
in the corn belt, thereby saving freight, 
yardage, commission and other expen­ 
ses which a shipper to the market

While eatin g they are a l­ 
ways silent and are confirmed sm ok­ 
ers, like the Russians. 
M. W itte is unquestionably the most 
popular m em ber of the distinguished 
party w ith the sum m er colony and Is 
regarded with more serious attention 
than the others.

Ile drinks 
very little wine, but tea be m ust have. 
No s loner is he seated in a com fortable 
nook of the palm garden than he calls 
up his servant and sends for hot w a ­ 
ter. 
The brew is looked after by M. 
W itte himself. 
Such tea as A m eri­ 
c a n s use is not at all to the taste of the 
Russian. 
When the hot w ater has 
been produced and the little silver pot 
set steam in g M. W itte is happy. Again 
aud again the serv an t pours out the 
hot I leverage until M. W itte, with a 
kindly gesture, says, 
“Chayu 
noit.” 
m eaning no more tea. 
Tile teapot and 
hot w a te r are removed an d M. W itte’s 
dissipation ends. 
Those of the Jap an ese who are now 
in America for the first tim e are c a u ­ 
tiously investigating all th a t Is A m eri­ 
can. 
At the table they order all the 
dishes new to them, bu t m ake no com ­ 
m ent as to whether or not they are 
suited. 
Rye whisky they openly pro­ 
nounce 
something 
to 
be discarded. 
Scotch they are accustom ed to and 
fond of, but rye they say “m akes you 
to gasp.” 
R om ance is getting a foothold here 
am ong the dashing attaches and the
